"WASHINGTON. Oct. 10—Any un- 


certainly that may have existed as 
to the position of the Cooliuge ad- 
ministration with respect to the eu- 
forcemetu of the national prohibi- 
tion act was swept aside here today. 


"The bone dry" attitude of the 


administration was revealed offi- 
cially by Major Roy A. Haines. the 
federal prohibition commissioner in 
an address before 
more than a 


thousand wen and women gathered 
here in a conference to discuss law 
enforcement problems, with special 
reference to the Volstead Act and 
the eighteenth amendment. Pre=i- 
ilont Coolidge stands four square 
for enforcement o? the prohibition 
law, Commissioner Haines declar- 
ed. "He is no less wholehearted 
regarding this matter than the late 
President Harding." 


It was the general understanding 


smong the religious, civic and so-

Harvey's Successor 


S 


EEKING a successor to George B. M. Harvey, whose 


retirement from the ambassadorship to the Court of 


St. James becomes him more than any act of his official 
career, President Goolidge can find a man eminently 
fitted to adorn the place arid serve his country with dis- 
tinction. 
The man we suggest is Elihu Root, whose ap- 


pointment would make amends for the feeble and empty 
record of Mr. Harvey. 


Mr. Root is full of honors and has a memorable 


record of eminent service, particularly in relation to 
international law and arbitration. He is easily the fore- 
most authority on international law in this country. 
He 


•was Secretary of War under President McKinley. Secre- 
tary of State under President Roosevelt, served as United 
States Senator for New York from 1909 to 1915. He was 
member of the Alaskan Boundary Commission, counsel 
for the United States in the Atlantic Fisheries arbitration, 
member of the permanent Board of Arbitration at The 
Hague, and was chosen as one of the commission of inter- 
national jurists which was invited by the Council of the 
League of Nations to devise the plan for the permanent 
Court of International Justice. He was also at thn head 
of the special diplomatic mission to Russia in 1917, and 
Commissioner Plenipotentiary for the United States at 
the International Conference on the Limitation of Arma- 
ments at Washington. He was awarded the Nobel Peace 
Prize for 1912. These sen-ices represent only part of the 
useful activities of Mr. Root in domestic and foreign af- 
fairs.Mr. Root measures up in intellect and equipment to 
the standard of the best men who have represented the 
.United States in the ambassadorship to Great Britain. 
He would be a worthy successor of Adams. Lowell. John 
Hay. Page, Davis, and an admirable contrast to Harvey. 
His appointment would be approved by the American 
people, and undoubtedly welcomed by the British people. 


Mr. Root is one of the few eminent Republicans who 


have taken a sane and judicious view of America's rela- 
tion to world problems and our participation in inter- 
national efforts for the reconstruction of Europe and for 
the maintenance of world peace. 
He favored an inter- 


national peace organization under reasonable conditions 
•which would safeguard national sovereignty, to put in 
motion the processes of peace. 
His work in helping to 


devise the permanent Court of International Justice is an 
excellent exposition of his views as to the duty and obli- 
gation of the civilized nations to establish international 
law as the rule of conduct for the nations. That he would 
promote by all reasonable and judicious means the estab- 
lishment of amicable relations and the support of arbitra- 
tion and international law goes without saying. He would 
be a safe guide, a wise counselor. 


The age of Mr. Root may be urged against his ap- 


pointment. He is 78. but in full possession of his facul- 
ties, ripe with wisdom and experience and learning. Lord 
Bryce is an example of service of the highest usefulness 
at an extreme age. Gladstone is another. We might cite 
a number of similar instances, but they are unnecessary. 
Age. coupled with such intellectual capacity, judgment 
and experience as possesed by Mr. Root, is no! a handi- 
cap. Mr. Root abroad would be an excellent antidote to 
any dangerous influence that Mr. Harvey might exert on 
the administration at home.
